I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1965. 

Urbanisation  of  this  rural  area  continues  and  the  number 
of  houses  privately  owned  and  council  owned  continues  to  increase 
apace. 


Your  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  made  possible  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  Womens  Voluntary  Service  operating  in  liaison  with 
the  National  Coal  Board  and  the  Mayfair  Cafe,  has  now  been  in  operation 
for  a year  and  10,500  meals  have  been  served  to  the  Senior  Citizens 
of  the  area. 

The  problems  of  sewage  disposal  for  the  whole  area  has  been 
given  careful  thought  and  it  has  been  agreed  in  principle  to  embark 
on  the  erection  of  a new  sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  the  area. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  encouragement  and  support 
the  Council's  Officials  for  their  friendly  co-operation  and  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  loyalty  during  the  year.
